F. Greer, a son of Joseph Giver, 
and Mark Simons went on a parting hunt- 
tag trip three da.vs ago. When they got 
to Pine Cobble, a bleak, stf ep and lonely 
hill, a mile or so away from their home, 
Greer and Simons separated. The young 
men did not meet again, and Greer 
returned without making any search for 
his companion, believing he had gone 
around the hill and through the woods to 
Mr. Wraycraft's, his new home. It was 
discovered Thursday that Simons was 
missing, and his friends sought the 
powers of David Burdick, who has gained 
a local : eputation as one who holds con- 
verse with the spirits of the departed. 


"Thursday night Mr. Burdick granted a 


•entice for the purpose of finding some- 
thing about the missing Simons. He soon 
entered into communication with the

What a Local Authority Has to Say on the 


Subject. New York State Moving. 


The Young Should be Care- 


fully Instructed. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— 


A subject is now being agitated by the 


citizens of the state of New York which, 
has so important a bearing upon tbe gen- 
eral health of the public that I have con- 
cluded, with the aid of the columns of the 
TRANSCRIPT, to lay the matter before the 
inhabitants of this city, and the school 
commissioners in particular. 


This is the care of the teeth of children 


in our public schools. The deplorable 
condition of the teeth of the inhabitants 
of all civilized countries, and particularly 
those of America, has been the subject of 
much anxiety and discussion among den- 
tists for many years. One, and possibly 
the most important cause of this bad con- 
dition of the teeth, is the want of proper 
knowledge as to their care. Many den- 
tists do much to enlighten tbe community 
as to the importance of these organs and 
the necessity tor their retention, but the 
dentist can reach but a small number in a 
community, hence this question has long 
been an unanswered problem. 


The American Dental association is now 


agitating this matter, and it is proposed to 
elicit state and perhaps national legisla- 
tion, in order to make it a requisite study 
in the public schools. Already the chil- 
dren are expetced to present themselves 
in tbe class rooms with clean faces and 
hands. How much more important the 
cleanliness of the mouth and teeth? Who 
ever beard of anyone losing their hands 
or lingers for the want of proper washing? 
There are few people who can realize the 
enormous benefit to mankind that would 
accrue should our teachers, especially of 
the primary classes, make this subject an 
important part of their teaching. 


I am fully aware of the luct that most 


of the teachers in our public schools are 
already overworked. But so long as it is 
is a fact that not all parents understand 
or appreciate the vital importance of see- 
ing that these duties are attended to at 
home, it would be a great stimulus and 
reminder to the scholars if, at the open- 
ing of school, the teacher would bring 
the subject of mouth sanitation and of 
tooth preservation before her class. For 
instance, let her say: "As many as have 
brushed their teeth this morning raise 
their hands." "All those that have not 
brushed their teeth raise their hands.'1 
also "those who have no tooth brush hold 
up their hands." The children would 
very soon feel ashamed not to be able to 
answer the former question in the affirma- 
tive. I am sot in a position to know how

It is admitted by all first-claps dentists 


that simple cleanliness does more to pre- 
vent decay and consequent loss of these 
organs than any other one thing. 


A bill has already been introduced into 


the New York legislature to make teach- 
ing in regard to the care of the teeth oj 
children compulsory in the public schools 
of the Empire State. It is to be hoped 
that cultured New England will not be 
tardy in this direction. 


A writer in the Educational Review for 


March, upon physical training, says: 


"If the school authorities will under- 


take this work, there is no way in which 
it can be so w^ll and economically done 
as by making physical training a part of 
the school corriculum. This does not in- 
terfere with any of the studies, but even 
if it did, let us have our children strong 
even if not so very learned- With all the 
cramming possible, they can acquire in 
school only the beginning of knowledge 
In the great school of life their education 
is continued, and for this the best possi 
hie. preparation consists in a healthy 
wind in a heathy body." 


Heretofore this physical culture has 


not included the presevation of the teet h 
with tbe expansion of the lungs and the 
strengthening of the muscles. Until thi 
dental organs are included with the otlie 
physical training exercises, this teaching 
will be lacking in onr of the most im 
portant branches. When prizes arc of- 
fered in our public suhoola for the strong 
cst muscles, the straightest back, thu be« 
chest expansion, the rosiest, pair o 
checks, arid the best set of teeth then tin 
cause of true education will be subserved. 


In Athens thu coining year, und in 


Paris in 1900, is to be held an atlieletic 
festival, and it is hoped that the great 
progress that has been made by civilized 
nations in physU-al culture will ac> revo- 
lutionize our present ouo-sided system of 
teaching that the men und moment of the 
20th contury will present such healthy 
bodies including the organs of mastiua- 
tion, thitt. consumption, dyspepsia mid 
kindred diseases will be unknown.

Some democratic congress- 
men who were seen regarding the as- 
sertion recently made by friends of 
Ambassador Bayard that he would re- 
sign if the vote of consure was passed 
scouted the idea that ho wouid do so, 
saying that tha passage of the resolu- 
tions would not influence our repre- 
sentative in England to take any such 
course. The vote was almost a solidly 
partisan one, they pointed out, and, as 
such, would not cause the ambassador 
to leave hia post of duty, nor would it 
cause the president fo recall him. The 
house is not in session to-day, having 
adjourned over after the night session, 
at which several private pension bills 
were considered, until Monday, The 
resolution censuring the ambassador 
for his speeches stood 160 yeas to 71 
nays, and the second resolution, ex- 
pressing the sense of the house that no 
partisan speeches should be made by 
diplomatic ofllcers, was agreed to by a 
vote of 191 to 59. The resolution of 
censure received the affirmative votes 
of six democrats—Bailey, 
Cockrell, 


CumminffS, Latimer, Layton and Sorg, 
and five republicans voted, against it— 
Baker, Md.; Cooke, 111.; Draper, Pitney 
and Willis. The resolution declared 
the sense of the house on such speeches 
received the votes of eight democrats— 
Allen, Miss.; Bailey, Cummings, Hutch- 
eson, Layton, Penjleton, Sorg, Stokes. 
The negative vote was solidly demo- 
cratic. The closing speeches

The 
vote was 131 to 59, three republicans— 
Messrs. Fletcher, Johnson, Cal., and 
Ray—voting with the democrats in 
favor of the report of the minority of 
the committee confirming1 Boatner's 
right to his seat.
